REPORT 


OF  THE 


Fordingbridge  Cottage 


Hospital, 


For  the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1926. 


IN  presenting  the  37th  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  of  this 
*  Institution  to  the  Subscribers,  the  Managing  Committee  have 
pleasure  in  stating  that  the  balance  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year 
is  ^62  12s.  5^d.  on  the  Income  Account,  compared  with 
£75  ns.  iofd.  at  the  end  of  1925;  and,  in  addition,  there  is  on 
Deposit  £n  3s.  2d.  remaining  of  the  Reserve  Fund. 

The  total  number  of  Subscribers  is  353,  an  increase  of  n8  on 
last  year. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  £380  8s.  lOjd., 
compared  with  £333  12s.  lOjd.  in  1925,  an  increase  of  £46  16s. 

The  expenditure  amounted  to  £393  3s.  5 Jd. ,  an  increase  of 
£28  7s.  4<d.  compared  with  1925. 

Subscriptions  amounting  to  £127  8s.  6d.,  and  Donations  to 
£2  13s.,  show  an  increase  ol  £28  15s.  6d.  and  a  decrease  of 
£28  7s.  respectively,  compared  with  last  year.  The  increase  in 
Subscriptions  was  to  a  large  extent  the  result  of  a  house-to-house 
canvass  decided  upon  by  the  Committee  in  January. 

Collections  in  Churches  and  Chapels,  and  proceeds  from 
Entertainments,  etc.,  amounted  to  £79  8s.  gd.,  a  decrease  of 
£2  10s.  7d.  compared  with  1925. 

Collection  Boxes  brought  in  £4  18s.  3jd.,  being  4/7  less. 

Payments  by  Patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  amounted  to 
£109  18s.  6d.,  of  which  sum  £87  10s.  was  received  from  53  In¬ 
patients,  £15  from  the  Salisbury  and  District  Infirmary  and 
Hospital  League,  £4  2s.  6d.  from  the  Hampshire  County  Council, 
£1  is.  from  the  Dorset  County  Council  for  Adenoids  and  Tonsils 
operations,  and  15  -  from  *4  Out-patients.  The  total  amount  was 
an  increase  of  £36  13s.  lid.,  compared  with  1925. 

There  were  72  In-patients  during  the  year,  as  again  stx^o  in  1925. 
This  increase  "'Ts  partly  accounted  for  by  the  admission  of  9 
Patients  belonging  to  the  Salisbury  Infirmary  League,  and  4  boys 
and  1  girl  were  admitted  for  adenoids  and  tonsils  under  the  school 
inspection  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

27  Minor  Operations  were  performed  in  the  Hospital,  compared 
with  39  in  1925.  r 
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The  aggregate  number  of  days  spent  by  Patients  in  the  Hospital 
was  696,  compared  with  81 1  in  1925.  31  Out-patients  were  also 

relieved  at  the  Hospital,  a  decrease  of  15  on  last  year. 

On  February  9th,  Sister  Melhuish  resigned  the  post  of  Matron 
after  serving  in  that  capacity  for  1^  years  ;  her  place  was  filled  by 
Miss  A.  E.  Currill,  of  Wallingford,  Berks,  whose. kind  and  efficient 
services  have  given  entire  satisfaction  to  the  Committee,  and  the 
Patients  under  her  care. 

Two  special  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  took  place  during 
the  year,  viz. : — On  March  25th,  a  Charity  Football  Match  was 
played  at  Fordingbridge  between  the  Ringwood  v.  Eastleigh 
Divisions  of  Police.  It  realized  the  handsome  sum  of  £21,  which 
was  equally  divided  between  the  Fordingbridge  Cottage  Hospital 
and  District  Nursing  Association.  On  the  1 6th  July,  the  Hon. 
Lady  Hulse  held  an  American  Lawn  Tennis  Tournament  at 
Breamore  House,  which  realised  £7  7s.  The  Committee  tender 
their  grateful  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Lady  Hulse  and  Police  Superin¬ 
tendent  Pragnell  for  their  kind  help  in  arranging  these  two  efforts, 
which  produced  substantial  help  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Officers  and  Managing  Committee  remain  the  same  as  last 
year ;  the  latter  was  re-elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
Subscribers  held  on  July  14th. 

On  July  25th  the  Annual  Hospital  Sunday  was  held  in 
Fordingbridge ;  the  share  of  the  collections  allotted  to  this 
Hospital  amounted  to  £14  14s.  8d.,  14/-  less  than  the  sum  received 
in  1925.  The  Committee  are  very  grateful  for  this  contribution. 

The  Hospital  was  closed  in  August  for  four  weeks  for  the 
holidays  of  the  Staff. 

On  November  1st,  to  the  regret  of  the  Managing  Committee, 
Miss  P.  M.  Dawes  resigned  the  post  of  Assistant  Nurse,  which 
she  had  filled  for  over  two  years.  Her  place  was  temporarily  filled 
by  Nurse  Bowen. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  wish  to  point  out  that  if  the  useful 
work  of  the  Cottage  Hospital  (as  evidenced  by  the  increase  of  22 
In-patients  during  1926)  is  to  be  continued,  the  need  of  increased 
financial  support  is  absolutely  essential ;  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  public  generally  will  respond  liberally  to  this  need.
